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SMALI-POX. 


The reports concerning the preva- 
lence of small-pox in San Francisco 
have, it appears from yesterday’s Call, 
been much exaggerated. There were 
eighty-six cases in all reported last week. 
On Friday only five new cases were 
reported, and on Saturday but two. 
Stillthere may be many cases con- 
cealed in private houses and hotels. 
It is well for all to’ be on their guard. 
against the disease, and be able to rec- 
ognize its symptoms, which are thus 
described : 

‘‘At first, what is termed the period 
of incubation, or time elapsing from 


manifesta.itself, lasts about fourtegn 
days. During this period little incon- 
venience is experienced. The second- 


ary 8 of the disease is 
announ by chills alternating 
with fever. Pains begin to be felt in
